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Diplomats See 
Stiff Price Set 
For 11 Airmen 


Red Chinese Premier 
Gives Indication He 
Considers Case Closed 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. UP — 
Diplomats speculated today that 
Red China’s Chou En-lai may set 
a stiff price for release of 11 im­ 
prisoned American airmen when 
he received U. N. Secretary Gen­ 
eral Dag Hammarskjöld in Pei- 
ping. 
The Red Chinese Prem ier indi­ 
cated in his assent yesterday that 
he considers the case of the air­ 
men 
c l o s e d . 
But 
delegates 
acquainted with Peiping’s line of 
reasoning predicted 
Chou 
would 
get down to brass tacks after first 
insisting his government was in the 
right and bringing up some com­ 
plaints against the United States. 
Soviet OpposH’on 
Hammarskjöld asked for t h e 
talks Dec. 10 after the General 
Assemblv voted 47-5 to 
condemn 
Red China’s imprisonment of the 
airm en as spies. The Assembly 
called on the secretary general to 
intercede for their release. Oppo­ 
sition votes were cast by the So­ 
viet bloc. 
Hammarskjöld 
received Chou’s 
reply the same day the Assembly 
wound up its ninth session, reject­ 
ing Communist attacks on U. S. 
policy in the F a r East. 
As the session ended the main 
spotlight was focused on Peining 
w’here Hammarskjöld is expected 
to go shortly after Christmas. Dip­ 
lomats believe Choun will seek to 
guide the talks along the follow­ 
ing general lines: 
1. He will trv to impress on H am ­ 
marskjöld that his remme is com­ 
pletely in control of China. 
2. He will protest to the secretary 
general that the Americans a r e 
maintaining what the Chinese have 
labeled a ‘nest of spies” on t h e 
Nationalist stronghold of Formosa 
and will warn that the Reds will 
not consider releasing the airmen 
until such activities cease. 
3. Having thus set the stage he 
will p r o b a b l y consent to hear H am ­ 
marskjöld’' nlea on behalf of the 
airmen and other imprisoned U. N. 
peronnel.

Three Possible Deals 
U. N observers saw three pos­ 
sible deals the Red Chinese might 
offer:

moved into the Korean War. 
2. Offer to free the men if the 
Americans unfreeze more than 10 
million dollars in Chinese assets 
blocked in the United States when 
the Chinese Red entered the Ko­ 
rean War. 
3. Consent to talk business if the 
United States would agree not to 
oppose Peiping’s demands for a 
U. N. seat. 
The 35 Chinese students have 
been detained under a presidential 
emergency proclamation because 
they had aeouired certain skills in 
the United States which would be 
helpful to the Communists.

decade at least two million pott- 
Korea veterans will get loans. 
Future activity estimates a r e 
given in a 40-page pamphlet, made 
public today, which reviews t h e 
program ’s first 10 years.

laid down the line in a section of 
the message he delivered last night 
as he lightod Washington’s commu­ 
nity Christmas tree. Radio and tel­ 
evision carried his rem arks to the 
nation, and the Voice of America 
repeated them in overseas broad­ 
casts. 
His statem ent was a challenging 
bid to individuals or nations all 
over the world who believe that 
it is possible and desirable to sup­ 
port neither side in the struggle 
b( tween the free world and com­ 
munism 
‘The times ‘are so critical and 
the 
differences 
between 
these 
world systems so vital," the Presi­ 
dent said, 
‘that grave doubt is 
cast on the validity of n e u tra lists 
argum ent." 
That sentence was inserted and 
several others were edited to make 
it fit after the speech text h a d 
been released in advance of its 
delivery. 
While thus questioning the basic 
beliefs of those who, like India’s 
Prim e Minister Nehru, hold them- 
elves aloof from the Communist 
conflict, the President laid dowm 
two other points of his policy quite 
firmly:

On Defense Talks 
On Western Europe 


PARIS i.P)—Leaders of the At­ 
lantic Alliance announced today 
agreement that civilian govern­ 
ments must, keep the final say on 
the use of atomic weapons in the 
defense of Western Europe. 
They gave no indication, how ­ 
ever, 
of 
how 
the 
governments 
were to be polled in case of an 
emergency. 
The decision was disclosed in 
the final communique issued fol­ 
lowing a tw'o-day meeting of the 
foreign, defense and finance min­ 
isters of the 14 North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization members. The 
conference 
approved 
a 
defense 
plan based on the use of thermo- 
culear w'eapons if needed to hurl 
back any invasion. 
The decision did not appear to 
bind the United States to consult 
with the Allies in cases of grave 
emergency 
nor 
to 
change 
any 
standing instructions which may 
already have been given to Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, supreme Al­ 
lied commander for Europe. 
The “new look” pattern for de­ 
fense was drafted by the chiefs of 
staff of the member countries. 
The United States is known to 
favor consultation before resort­ 
ing to atomic w arfare but has been 
opposed 
to a 
binding 
commit­ 
ment which might be unworkable 
in emergencies. 
There was no mention in the an­ 
nouncement of a French scheme 
for 
a 
small 
“political 
standing 
group” with power to “pull the 
trigger” if full NATO consultation 
proved impossible. 
A NATO spokesman said yes­ 
terday the ministers had agreed 
who should decide when atomic 
weapons w'ould be used and also 
how the decision would be reach­ 
ed. All details of the agreement 
were withheld. 
In their communique, the m inis­ 
ters said 
they 
were 
convinced 
member countries must maintain 
strong armies over a long period 
of time in order to deter aggres­ 
sion. 
Soviet Policy, they said, contin­ 
ues to be backed by “ever-increas­ 
ing military power” and is aimed 
—despite some current outward 
signs—at weakening and dividing 
the Western world. 
In the face of current pressure 
from Moscow for “coexistence,” 
the NATO Council declared: 
“Soviet

contributes

constructive solution for ensuing 
world security and for maintain­ 
ing the freedom of peoples. It 
provides no ground for believing 
that the threat to the free world 
has diminished.”

the past few weeks. Perhaps it is 
of interest to briefly review the 
cases to see if we can point 
to 
practices that seem to be asso-

ciated with at least some regular­ 
ity to high cotton yields. 
One very evident thing is that 
without exception the cotton was 
produced on land well above the 
average in natural fertility. This 
is definitely contrary to where we 
have been finding 100 bushel corn 
i club growers during the past five 
years. Strange as it may seem, 
more 100 bushel corn yields have 
been produced on land that is be­ 
low the average of the county in 
natural fertility than on land that 
is above the average. That doesn’t 
mean, of course, that the farm er 
with poor land has a better chance 
of producing 100 bushel corn yields 
than land which is naturally very 
fertile. It simply means that more 
farmers with land of low fertility 
have raised their fertility levels 
with fertilizer and legumes than 
farmers that have pretty good land 
to start with. 
Although these 20 growers whom 
I have mentioned all grew’ their 
cotton on very fertile soil, thirteen 
of them applied additional plant 
food in the form of commercial 
fertilizer. Two that did not use fer­ 
tilizer grew' their cotton on land 
that had preceding crops of le­ 
gumes to supply nitrogen. An addi­ 
tional two growers grow their cot­ 
ton on land that had not previously 
had any plant food removed by 
farm crops because the land was 
fresh out of the woods and had not 
| grown farm crops before. Thus, we 
find only two of the twenty grow­ 
ers who are able to produce as 
much as two bales of cotton per 
acre on old land without the bene­ 
fit of fertilizer or preceding legume

applications 
were only light “starter” amounts, 
an average of 26 pounds of nitro­ 
gen was applied per acre. This is 
more than four times the amount 
of nitrogen so w'idely used on our 
sandy and othur light colored soils 
where the old custom of applying 
200 pounds of 3-9-18 or 3-9-27 alone 
1 still persists. In several instances 
two bale growers told me of posi- 
| tive proof of the value of adding 
this nitrogen to land already high 
in this element. The proof consist- 
j ed of comparing the fertilizer cot- 
! ton with a few rows that were not 
fertilized for observation 
purpos­ 
es. 
One thing brought out very clear­ 
ly in the tests reported in Univers­ 
ity of Missouri Bulletin. “ Fertiliz­ 
ing Cotton in Southeast Missouri” 
is that cotton growers can use far 
more nitrogen than once thought 
1 profitable, if only there is ample 
available phosphate and 
potash. 
The bulletin also indicates that it 
is important the nitrogen be ap­ 
plied early preferably before plant- 
. ing and that unlike corn it be plac- 
| ed under or close to the row. 
The twenty growers whose cases 
I have studied either grew Fox or 
Deltapine cotton and are not in 
agreement from their observations 
as to which is the most productive 
variety. A number mentioned the 
shallow cultivation 
which t h e y 
practiced as one of the factors in 
making their h’gh yields possible.

New Type of Ventilation System 
Timer, Thermostat Give “ Double Protection 
f *

No agricultural engineer will 
question the value of electric venti­ 
lation in dairy barns. For. proper 
ventilation e l i m i n a t e s exce ssiv e 
moisture condensation which cause 
a variety of troubles. Trapped mois­ 
ture accumulates under metal roofs 
and around nails, rusting both. Also, 


ventilation. As long as the temper- 
I ature is above the thermostat set- 
: ting, the fan runs constantly, ex­ 
hausting warm, moist air. When the 
temperature drops below 55, the fan

it may cause paint to blister and 
peel off, and walls and window silV 
to deteriorate. 
Where engineers differ is on the 
type of system required. Usually th.s 
is due to experience with installa­ 
tions which have been “tried and 
proved’’ by them in their respective 
areas. The electric fans in the sys­ 
tems we have described in the past 
are controlled by thermostats only. 
Now, w e ’ve come a c r o s s one which 
employs a timer as well as a ther­ 
mostat to provide u h n t has been 
called “double protection ’ 
This latest system uses only one 
fan, and this is located at ceiling 
level with a duct leading to within 
15 inches of the floor. In unheated 
buildings, the timer and thermostat 
are connected in parallel, as will bo 
noted by the diagram inset in the 
above picture. 
In operation, the thermostat is set 
at 55 degrees. This insures maximum 


the ventilation chore. Regular timer 
operations of the fan provides mini 
n urn ventilation requirements. Mois­ 
ture-laden air is replaced with clean 
outside air, and not enough heat is 
removed to cool off the building. 
To determine the timer setting— 
multip’y each 1.000 pounds of ani­ 
mal weight by 250, then divide the 
product by the cubic feet per minute 
I (CFMi rating o f the fan. The re ­ 
sulting lumber is the timer setting, 
as based on minimum requirements 
ol 25 CFM per cow. The manufac­ 
tu re’ 
suggests that the fan used 
have a capacity of 200 CFM per 
1.000 pounds of animal weight. He 
reasons that a large size fan will 
provide better ventilation in warm 
weather. In the winter its exhaust 
properties can be controlled by shut- 
tc s in the duct to reduce the air 
outlet to from 60 to 120 CFM per 
minute in areas where this is re c­ 
ommended.

Shop for Fresh 
Christmas Tree 
When you shop for that Christ­ 
mas tree, look for a fresh tree, 
keep it moist and trim it with fire­ 
proof decorations — then you can 
be reasonably sure that the joyous 
season will not bo spoiled by the 
hazard or reality of a Christmas 
tree fire. When you go to buy your 
tree, test it for freshness by shak­ 
ing it. If any needles fall off, the 
tree is dry. Such a tree not only 
will shed profusely during t h e 
Christmas season and lose its beau­ 
ty but also it is a fire hazard and 
will catch fire easily. 
Missourians have an advantage 
in having available home grown 
Christmas trees. These trees are 
usually on the market within a day 
or two after they are cut and if 
kept in water it is almost impossi­ 
ble to set them on fire, says L. E 
McCormick, University of Missouri 
extension forester. But trees shipp­ 
ed in from other states may be

Practically every sum m er we have 
dry periods of two weeks or more 
where extra water would be bonr*_ 
ficial. This, along with the present 
high cash costs of farming, will 
make irrigation practical on many 
farms. 
Crops Successful 
All types of crons have been suc­ 
cessfully 
irrigated, 
but it 
looks 
most promising on such crops as 
improved pasture for dairy cows, 
alfalfa and other forage crops, cot­ 
ton. and possibly tobacco. Some 
good results have been obtained on 
corn and soybeans. Irrigation of 
small grains is needed only occa­ 
sionally to bring up the crop after 
seeding and to obtain extra growth 
for grazing in the fall months. 
Most of the present irrigation is 
near stream s where a water supply 
where ground water could be ob­ 
tained at depths of 50 to 100 feet. 
W'ith such relatively cheap supplies 
of water, the initial cost for sprink­ 
ler systems has been from $4 to 
$150 per acre. The yearly cost of 
applynig six inches of water will 
usually be from $15 to $30 per acre 
per year. This cost includes depre­ 
ciation. interest, power, labor, re­ 
pairs, taxes, insurance, and hous­ 
ing. 
A 
few farm ers are irrigating 
from lakes or deep wells 100 feet 
or more in depth. These are usually 
more expensive sources of water 
with 
the 
initial 
costs 
including 
‘••nrinkler emiioment being $250 or 
more per acre. The yearly cost of 
applying six inches of water from 
these sources will usually be from 
$40 to $70 per acre per year. To 
justify this kind of Cost, a high 
value crop such as commercial 
vegetables or fruit, possibly tobac­ 
co, or dairy pasture is required. 
The use of ponds to irrigate farm 
gardens 
has 
many 
possibilities. 
With irrigation, gardens will pro­ 
duce abundantly even in the driest 
seasons. 
We can learn much from t h e 
western states who have been irri­ 
gating for years. Most of their 
information 
applies 
equally well 
here in Missouri even though our 
climate and rainfall is different. 
We do not need to applv as much 
water per year as in the western 
states, but our irrigation systems 
need to have as much capacity. 
This is because we must have a 
system with sufficient capacity to 
supply all the needed moisture for 
a period of several w e e k s or 
months in years of extrem e drouth. 
An irrigation system should have 
a capacity of 10 gallons per minute 
per acre for 12 hour operation per 
day. For example, to irrigate 40 
acres the system should be able to 
apply 10 x 40 or 400 g.p.m. The 
minimum capacity would be 5 g.p. 
m. per acre which would require 
24 hours per day operation. It is 
doubtful if this minimum capacity 
would be sufficient during periods 
of extreme drouth and low humid­ 
ity. 
High Soil Fertility 


They are used principally to take 
up fresh stains from delicate, light- 
colored fabrics. 
Solvents include the various com­ 
mercial dry cleaning fluids, dena­ 
tured or rubbing alcohol, turpen­ 
tine, petroleum jelly, and a non- 
alkaline detergent such as Dreft, 
|Vel, Swerl, Joy or liquid Lux. Non- 
alkaline 
detergents 
will 
remove 
stains that would be set by the alk­ 
ali in soap. A less commonly known 
solvent is pepsin. It is the best 
agent for removing stains contain­ 
ing albumin which is found in blood 
eggs, milk and ice cream . Pepsin 
is an enzyme which can be pur­ 
chased at drug stores. 
The other group of stain remov­ 
ers is bleaches. Bleaches are used 
to whiten and remove discoloration 
from fabrics. The three kinds of 
bleaches commonly used are per­ 
borate, chlorine, and dye remov­ 
ers. Perborate bleaches are t h e 
mildest. They are safe for any 
washable fabric and are kind to silk 
and wool. Sodium perborate may 
be purchased at the drug store or 
bought under the following brand 
names. Snowy Bleach, Dexol, Duo- 
white, or Safety Bleach. 
Chlorine bleaches are somewhat 
m o r e effective Lian perborate. 
They can be used on cotton, linen, 
and man - made fibers. They must 
be used as directed, however, as 
they remove the color from some 
dyed materials and will destroy 
wool and silk. They cause some 
perm anent finished fabrics such 
as glazed and embossed cotton to 
turn yellow’. Some of the common 
liquid chlorine bleaches are Chlo* 
rox, Purex, and White Sail. Powd­ 
ered chlorine bleaches include dry 
Purex, Frosty, and Vip. 
Another type of bleach is sold 
as commercial dye remover. It re­ 
moves iron rust, ink, mildew, etc. 
Dye removers are made by most 
dve manufacturers. Some are Rit, 
Tintex, or Putnam color removers. 
A good home stain removal kit 
should contain at least a dry and a 
liquid absorbent, several solvents, 
and one or two bleaches. With an 
assortment of these spot removers 
on hand, a hom emaker is prepared 
to follow directions for rem oving 
most common stains.

! years. Strange as it may seem, 
! more IOO bushel corn yields have 
been produced on land that is be-1 
low the average of the county in 
natural fertility than on land that 
is above the average. That doesn’t 
mean, of course, that the farmer 
with poor land has a better chance 
j of producing IOO bushel corn yields 


J than land which is naturally very I 
I fertile. It simply means that more 
farmers with land of low fertility 
have raised their fertility levels 
with fertilizer and legumes than 
farmers that have pretty good land 
.to start with. 
Although these 20 growers whom 
I have mentioned all grew their 
cotton on very fertile soil, thirteen 
of them applied additional plant 
j food in the form of commercial 


I fertilizer. Two that did not use fer- 
j tilizer grew their cotton on land 
| that had preceding crops of le- 
1 gumes to supply nitrogen. An addi­ 
tional two growers grew their cot­ 
ton on land that had not previously 
had any plant food removed by 
farm crops because the land was 
fresh out of the woods and had not 


I grown farm crops before. Thus, w*o 
find only two of the twenty grow­ 
ers who are able to produce as 
much as two bales of cotton per 
acre on old land without the bene­ 
fit of fertilizer or preceding legume

were only light “ starter” amounts, 
an average of 26 pounds of nitro­ 
gen was applied per acre. This is 
more than four times the amount 
of nitrogen so widely used on our 
sandy and othor light colored soils 
where the old custom of applying 
200 pounds of 3-9-18 or 3-9-27 alone 
still persists. In several instances 
two bale growers told me of posi­ 
tive proof of the value of adding 
this nitrogen to land already high 
in this element. The proof consist­ 
ed of comparing the fertilizer cot­ 
ton with a few' rows that were not 
fertilized for observation 
purpos­ 
es. 
One thing brought out very clear­ 
ly in the tests reported in Univers­ 
ity of Missouri Bulletin, “ Fertiliz- \ 
ing Cotton in Southeast Missouri” ; 
is that cotton growers can use far 
more nitrogen than once thought 
profitable, if only there is ample 
available phosphate and potash. 
The bulletin also indicates that it 
is important the nitrogen be ap­ 
plied early preferably before plant­ 
ing and that unlike corn it bo plac­ 
ed under or close to the row\ 
The twenty growers whose cases 
I have studied either grew Fox or 
Deltapine cotton and are not in 
agreement from their observations 
as to which is the most productive 
variety. A number mentioned the 
shallow cultivation which t h e y 
practiced as one of the factors in 
making their Vugh yields possible.

New Type of Ventilation System 
Timer, Thermostat Give “ Double Protection 
99

No agricultural engineer w ill 
question the value of electric venti­ 
lation in dairy barns. For, proper 
ventilation eliminates excessive 
moisture condensation which cause 
a variety of troubles. Trapped mois­ 
ture accumulates under metal roofs 
and around nails, rusting both. Also, 


ventilation. As long as the temper­ 
ature is above the thermostat set­ 
ting, the fan runs constantly, ex­ 
hausting warm, moist air.

it may cause paint to blister and 
peel oft, and walls and window sills 
to deteriorate. 
Where engineers differ is on the 
type of system required. Usually this 
is due to experience with installa­ 
tions which have been “ tried and 
proved’’ by them in their respective 
areas. The electric fans in the sys­ 
tems we have described in the past 
are controlled by thermostats only. 
Now’, we’ve come across one which 
employs a timer as well as a ther­ 
mostat to provide what has been 
called “double protection.’’ 
This latest system uses only one 
fan, and this is located at ceiling 
level with a duct leading to within 
15 inches of the floor. In unheated 
buildings, the timer and thermostat 
are connected in parallel, as will be 
noted by the diagram inset in the 
above picture. 
In operation, the thermostat is set 
at 55 degrees. This insures maximum 


the ventilation chore. Regular timer 
operations of the fan provides mini­ 
mum ventilation requirements. Mois­ 
ture-laden air is replaced with clean 
outside air, and not enough heat is 
removed to cool off the building. 
To determine the timer setting— 
multiply each 1.000 pounds of ani­ 
mal weight by 250. then divide the 
product by the cubic feet per minute 
(CFM! rating of the fan. The re­ 
sulting number is the timer setting. 
as based on minimum requirements 
of 25 CFM per cow. The manufac­ 
turer suggests that the fan used 
have a capacity of 200 CFM per 
1.000 pounds of animal weight. He 
reasons that a large size fan will 
provide better ventilation in warm 
weather. In the winter its exhaust 
properties can be controlled by shut- 
tc s in the duet to reduce the air 
outlet to from 60 to 120 CFM per 
minute in areas where this is rec­ 
ommended.

Shop for Fresh 
Christmas Tree 
When you shop for that Christ­ 
mas tree, look for a fresh tree, 
keep it moist and trim it with fire­ 
proof decorations — then you can 
be reasonably sure that the joyous 
season will not be spoiled by the 
hazard or reality of a Christmas 
tree fire. When you go to buy your 
tree, test it for freshness by shak­ 
ing it. If any needles fall off, the 
tree is dry. Such a tree not only 
will shed profusely during t h e 
Christmas season and lose its beau­ 
ty but also it is a fire hazard and 
will catch fire easily. 
Missourians have an advantage 


of water, the initial cost for sprink­ 
ler systems has been from $4 to 
$150 per acre.

system with sufficient capacity to 
supply all the needed moisture for 
a period of several w e e k s or 
months in years of extreme drouth.

The other group of stain remov­ 
ers is bleaches. Bleaches are used 
to whiten and remove discoloration 
from fabrics. The three kinds of 
bleaches commonly used are per­ 
borate, chlorine, and dye remov­ 
ers. Perborate bleaches are % h e 
mildest. They are safe for any 
washable fabric and are kind to silk 
and wool. Sodium perborate may 
be purchased at the drug store or 
bought under the following brand 
names. Snowy Bleach. Dexol, Duo- 
white, or Safety Bleach. 
Chlorine bleaches are somewhat 
m o r e effective Lian perborate. 
They can be used on cotton, linen, 
and man - made fibers. They must 
be used as directed, how'cver, as 
they remove the color from some 
dyed materials and will destroy 
wool and silk. They cause some 
permanent finished fabrics such 
as glazed and embossed cotton to 
turn yellow*. Some of the common 
liquid chlorine bleaches are Chlo- 
rox, Purex, and White Sail. Powd­ 
ered chlorine bleaches include dry 
Purex. Frosty, and Vip. 
Another type of bleach is sold 
as commercial dye remover. It re­ 
moves iron rust, ink, mildew, etc. 
Dye removers are made by most 
dve manufacturers. Some are Rit, 
Tintex, or Putnam color removers. 
A good home stain removal kit 
should contain at least a dry and a 
liquid absorbent, several solvents, 
and one or two bleaches. With an 
assortment of these spot removers 
on hand, a homemaker is prepared 
to follow directions for removing 
most common stains.

Good Seed Test 
Requires Varied 
Sampling of Seed 


More and more emphasis is be­ 
ing placed on planting seeds of 
high quality, high germination, and 
relatively free to inert material and 
other crop seeds and weed seeds. 
Since this analysis can only be de­ 
termined on the sample submitted 
to the seed laboratory, it becomes 
important that seed samples rep­ 
resent as nearly as possible a given 
lot of seed.
